Miss Ellen Ballou, music teacher at 
the school, says that Miss Kate New- 
land, who gave her recital Tuesday 
night, is the most proficient pupil she 
has ever taught.

The uni 
veraal law of gravitation was not the 
result of an accident as has been alleg- 
ed by Borne when 'tie said that the fall- 
ing of the apple into the face of New- 
ton brought it about. Numbers of il- 
lustrations were used which proved that 
all noteworthy deeds were the results 
of honest effart and much thought. Dr. 
Tigert made a fitting climax to his mas- 
terful address when he said; "It gives 
me pleasure to recall a Pericles and a 
Greece, a Caesar and a Rome, a Napo- 
leon and France, a Cromwell and Eng- 
land, a Bismark and Germany, but my 
heart swells with pride when I think of 
America and Roosevelt. After having 
given many historical example* he urg- 
ed the graduates in his peroration to 
have the well defined purpose backed 
up by an indomitable will. He closed 
by quoting the Regional of Kipling.”

In the course of an editorial, statirg 
his position on the race for the next 
democratic nomination for governor of 
Kentucky, Editor Harry Sommers, of 
the Elizabethtown News, truly says:
